The  number  of  cards  under  any  surname  will  be  given  but 
NOT  the  content  of  the  cards.  The  cards  can  not  be  photocopied. 

2.  PHOTODUPLICATION  of  any  manuscript  or  book  materials  free  of  current  copyright. 
Exact  author,  title,  page  and  surname  must  be  given.  The  minimum  charge  for 
photoduplication  is  one  dollar,  which  covers  the  cost  of  up  to  seven  prints. 

There  is  a  charge  of  15^  for  each  additional  print.  Not  more  than  a  total  of 
15  pages  can  be  copied.  MAKE  CHECKS  PAYABLE  TO  COMMONWEALTH  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

3.  HERALDIC  SEARCHES  will  be  limited  to  surnames  only.  Authenticity  of  the  coat 

of  arms  can  not  be  guaranteed.  Searches  will  consist  of  consulting  the  standard 
and  recognized  reference  sources. 

4.  CONFIRMATION  AND  VERIFICATION  of  individual  book  titles  in  the  library's 
col  lection. 

5.  REFERRAL  to  other  organizations,  agencies  and  individuals  where  pertinent  infor¬ 
mation  may  be  available.

The  Bureau  of  Land  Records  is  a  central  depository  for  documents  relating  to 
boundaries  of  the  state  and  for  deeds  and  title  papers  to  Commonwealth-owned 
1 ands . 


The  Land  Bureau  is  older  than  the  Commonwealth  itself,  dating  back  to  its  creation 
by  William  Penn  in  1682  and  it  has  functioned  conti nously,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Revolutionary  War  period  1776  through  1781.  Because  of  this  almost  uninter¬ 
rupted  operation,  records  dealing  with  land  transactions,  which  are  not  found  any¬ 
where  else,  are  contained  in  its  files. 


The  Bureau  of  Land  Records  is  charged  by  statute  with  the  safekeeping  and  filing  of 
these  priceless,  irreplaceable  documents  which  have  been  restored,  laminated  and 
microfilmed  for  their  preservation.  Reproductions  of  all  land  titles  and  historic 
documents  are  available  to  the  public  at  statutory  fees.  The  most  frequently  re¬ 
quested  documents  are  those  relating  to  land  transactions:  Warrants,  Surveys  and 
Patents . 


SOME  OF  THE  DOCUMENTS  AVAILABLE  WITH  A  BRIEF  DESCRIPTION  OF  EACH. 

APPLICATION:  A  request  for  a  warrant  to  have  a  survey  made. 

WARRANT:  The  authority  to  survey  a  tract  of  land. 

SURVEY:  A  sketch  of  a  tract  of  land  surveyed  persuant  to  the  issuance  of  a 
warrant . 

RESURVEY:  The  physical  act  of  retracing  the  original  survey  for  purposes  of 
determining  boundaries  of  content  of  a  tract  of  land. 

PATENT:  The  official  documents  passing  title  to  land  out  of  the  Commonwealth. 

SEARCH:  Investigating  and  correlating  the  request  to  the  many  thousands  of 
records  on  file  in  the  department. 

A  CONNECTED  DRAFT:  A  group  of  tracts  lying  conti nguous  to  each  other  which 
encompasses  a  limited  area. 

A  WARRANTEE  TOWNSHIP  MAP:  A  group  of  tracts  lying  conti nguous  to  each  other 
which  encompasses  an  entire  township  or  townships. 

DONATION  LANDS:  Land  in  the  western  part  of  the  Commonwealth  given  to  members 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Line,  for  a  nominal  sum  as  payment  for  service  in  the 
Revolutionary  War. 
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DEPRECIATION  LANDS:  Certificates  issued  to  troops  of  Pennsylvania,  entitling 
them  to  purchase  land  in  the  western  part  of  the  Commonwealth  because  of 
the  depreciation  of  their  salary  due  to  inflation. 

THE  LIEN  DOCKET:  Is  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  warrantees  to  land  in  the 
various  counties  who  did  not  pursue  their  warrants  by  paying  the  initial 
purchase  price  in  order  to  obtain  a  patent  to  the  land  for  which  title 
still  remains  in  the  Commonwealth.
